TO INCORPORATE THE 


POINT BREEZE PARK ASSOCIATION, 


Section 1. Se tt enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That Joseph M. Thomas, Alexander 
E. Harvey, James Harper, Garrick Mallory, Charles Harlan, 
Charles F. Lex, H. M. Phillips, Wiliam W. Watt, William 
Warder, William Divine, Jr., Jacob Dock, James Bond, 
M. D., Wharton Fisher, James Crissy, George Cadwalader, 
E. R. Jones, S. M. Leaming, John Lindsay, Wilham D. 
Lewis, Jr., S. Kilpatrick, Wetherill Lee, J. H. Neal, R. 
Van Syckle, Thomas Goodwin, Thomas Irvin, Moses 
Thomas, William Goodwin, their associates and successors, 
be and they are hereby created a body politic and corporate, 
by the name, style and title of ‘‘The Point Breeze Park 
Association,” and by that name shall sue and be sued, and 
shall generally possess the powers and privileges of a corpo- 
ration.

Secor. 2. That the capital of said Company shall be fifty 
thousand dollars, divided into shares of two hundred and 
fifty dollars each. 

Sect. 8. That the members of said Company shall have 
the right, at their first or any subsequent meeting, to estab- 
lish such by-laws for the government of the Company, as 
they may deem expedient, which by-laws shall not be in- 
consistent with the Constitution of the United States, this 
State, or the provisions of this Act. 

Sect. 4. That at all meetings or elections held by said 
Company, the scale of voting shall be as follows: each share 
not exceeding four, shall entitle a member to one vote per 
share; every two shares above four, and not exceeding ten, 
shall entitle a member to one vote; every four shares above 
ten, and not exceeding thirty, shall entitle a member to one 
vote; but no number of shares above thirty, shall entitle 
any member to vote for the excess. 

Sect. 5. That the members shall from time to time 
determine the number of their Directors and Officers, and 
shall clothe them with such power, not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act, as they shall deem expedient. 

Sect. 6. That the object of said Company shall be to 
provide, keep and maintain in the City of Philadelphia, 
grounds and other real and personal estate of a net yearly 
value not exceeding three thousand dollars, suitable for 
gymnastic and other healthful and amusing exercises and 
purposes, and for agricultural, floral, or mechanical exhibi- 
tions ; but nothing herein contained shall be so construed 
as to permit anything that is unlawful being done on the 
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premises: Provided, That said Company shall hold lands in 
rural districts, not exceeding in the whole one hundred acres. 

Sect. 7. That so much of the profits of said Company, 
as shall be deemed expedient by the Directors shall, from 
time to time, be divided amongst the stockholders, but no 
dividend shall be declared which will impair the capital of 
the Company. 

Sect. 8. That the President and Directors shall be 
elected by ballot by the members of the said Company, at 
such time and place as shall be agreed upon, by a majority 
of the corporators named in the first section of this Act, 
after giving at least one week’s public notice thereof, in at 
least one newspaper published in the City of Philadelphia ; 
and the President and Directors who shall be elected at that 
time, shall hold their offices until the first Monday in May 
next, or until their successors shall have been chosen; and 
on the said first Monday in May next, and on the same day 
in every year thereafter, there shall be an election for Presi- 
dent and Directors of the Company, who shall continue in 
office for one year, or until their successors shall have been 
chosen; said election to be held at such time and place as 
the by-laws shall determine. 

Sect. 9. That an annual meeting of members shall be 
held on the last Monday in April of each year, notice of 
which shall be sent by the Secretary to each member; but 
special meetings of the members shall be called by the Board 
of Directors at any time, and shall likewise be called by the 
President, at the request in writing of fifteen members. 
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One week’s notice of such meetings shall be previously 
given by the Secretary, as aforesaid. 

Sect. 10. That every original subscriber shall be a 
member, but no transfer of stock shall confer the right of 
membership upon the transferee, or entitle him to vote at 
any meeting or election of said Company, except such 
transfer shall be approved of by the Board of Directors, in 
such manner as the by-laws shall provide. 

Srecr. 11. That the Legislature reserves the right to 
alter or revoke this Charter, whenever its continuance shall 
become injurious to the interests of the public, in such 
manner, however, as no injustice shall be done the members.

shares of two hundred and fifty dollars each, and to sell, 
issue, or otherwise dispose of such an additional number of 
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shares of stock as may be necessary to effect such increase, 
in such manner and at such times and places as may be 
ordered by the Directors of said Company.

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NAME. 


Section 1. This Corporation shall be known by the 
name, style and title of ““The Point Breeze Park Associ- 
ation.” 


OFFICERS. 


Secor. 2. The officers shall consist of a President, Board 
of Directors consisting of twelve members, a Secretary and 
Treasurer. 


ELECTION OF DIRECTORS. 


Sect. 3. The President and Directors shall be elected 
annually, as provided in the Charter, at the stated meeting 
of stockholders held on the first Monday in May, to serve 
for the ensuing year; a plurality of all the votes given shall 
be necessary to a choice. Should no election take place, 
the officers then acting shall continue to serve until their 
successors are regularly chosen, notice of which election shall 
be given to the stockholders by the Secretary, at least two 
weeks before the election. 
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ELECTION OF TREASURER AND SECRETARY. 


Srect. 4. The Treasurer and Secretary shall be elected 
by the Directors at the first stated meeting held by them 
after their election, and shall continue in office for one year, 
and until their successors sha!. be chosen, and enter upon 
their duties. 


DUTIES OF PRESIDENT. 


Secr. 5. Te duties of the President shall be to preside 
when present. at all meetings of the Directors or members, 
voting only :n case of a tie vote, except for the admission or 
expulsion of a member, when he shall vote as other members. 
He shall exercise a general supervision over the affairs of 
the Association, and by virtue of his office be a member of 
all committees emanating from the Board of Directors. 


DUTIES OF SECRETARY. 


Sect. 6. The Secretary shall keep a full record of the 
proceedings of the Board of Directors upon the grounds of 
the Association, which shall be open at all. times to the 
members for examination, upon application to him. He 
shall also see that the members are notified of any meeting 
for business. 


DUTIES OF TREASURER. 


Srot. 7. The Treasurer shall receive and disburse all 
the funds of the Association, and shall keep an accurate 
account of the same, open to the President and Directors at 
all times. 
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COMMITTEES. 


Srct. 8. The Standing Committees shall consist of a 
Finance Committee and Committee on Property. 


APPOINTMENT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Sect. 9. The Finance Committee shall consist of three, 
to be appointed from among the Directors by the President, 
at their first meeting, and shall serve the ensuing year. 


ELECTION OF COMMITTEE ON PROPERTY. 

Sreor. 10. The Committee on Property shall be composed 
of five Directors, to be chosen by ballot at their first stated 
meeting, and quarterly afterwards, to serve for the term of 
three months, and no Director shall be eligible for more 
- than six months during the year. 


FILLING VACANCIES. 


Sect. 11. The Directors shall have the power to fill any 
vacancies occurring in the Board of Directors during the 
year. 


PAYMENT OF MONEYS. 

Sect. 12. No money shall be paid by the Treasurer 
without the order of the President and Secretary, and no 
order on the Treasurer shall be drawn except by a resolution 
of the Directors upon a recommendation of the Finance 
Committee. 
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DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEE ON PROPERTY. 


Sect. 18. The Committee on Property shall have the 
exclusive control of the property of the Association, during 
their term of office, making all necessary repairs, keeping 
the same in good order, enforcing the rules and regulations 
of the Association, and that the same be at all times in such 
state as to insure to the members all the rights and privi- 
leges of membership. They shall keep a record of all their 
acts, which shall be reported in full to the Directors at their 
monthly meeting, and the same be entered by the Secretary 
on the minutes of the Association. 


MEETING OF DIRECTORS. 

Sect. 14. The Directors shall meet upon the first Mon- 
day in each month for the transaction of business, and 
special meetings of the Board shall be called at the request 
of three Directors. 


AGE OF MEMBERS. 


Srot. 15. No person shall be elected a member of the 
Association who is under twenty-two years of age. 


CERTIFICATES OF STOCK. 


Sect. 16. The capital stock of this Company shall be 
considered as personal estate, transferable either in person 
or by attorney, by the holder, his executors or administrators. 
Stockholders shall be entitled to a certificate for each share 
of his stock, issued in the name and under the seal of the 
Corporation, attested by the President and Secretary, which 
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certificate shall be transferable only on the books of the 
Association kept for that purpose, and a new certificate 
issued. 


ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 


Sect. 17. None but stockholders shall be eligible for 
membership of the Association. All applications for mem- 
bership shall be made to the President, whose duty it shall 
be to report the same at the first stated meeting of the 
Directors, and, if approved of by them, the name of the 
applicant shall be placed in a conspicuous position, on the 
succeeding day, in the office of the Association, and there 
remain for two weeks, and voted for by the members, and 
shall not be elected unless at least thirty votes shall be given, 
and five votes of all cast in favor of, to each one against his 
election; the ballots shall be black and white balls, which, 
with the box, shall be in charge of the Directors, one of 
whom shall be present when a ballot is deposited, and enter 
the name of the voter ina list provided for that purpose, the 
box being opened by the Committee on Property, whose 
duty it shall be to notify the Secretary of the result; and 
any applicant being rejected shall not be eligible for mem- 
bership during the twelve months after such rejection. 


VOTING. 


Sect. 18. Members have the privilege of voting by 
proxy, given to members of the Association, at all elections 
for members and officers of the Association. 
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MEETINGS. 


Sect. 19. None but members shall be present at any 
meeting of the Association, and twenty-five members shall 
be requisite to constitute a quorum. 


INITIATION FEE. 


Srct. 20. No person, after his election as a member, 
shall be entitled to the privileges of membership until he 
shall have signed the constitution and by-laws, and have 
paid to the Treasurer the sum of five dollars; provided, 
however, that such initiation fee shall not apply to the first 
transfer of any excess of stock over one share in the hands 
of any original subscriber. 


MEMBERS’ FAMILIES ADMITTED. 


Sect. 21. Members of the Association and their families, 
and ladies accompanying, shall at all times have free access 
to the grounds of the Association. This rule does not extend 
to the male adults of the family. 


WHEN GROUNDS SHALL BE CLOSED. 


Srct. 22. The grounds shall not be open, for riding, 
driving or amusement, on Sundays. 


ELECTION OF STEWARD. 


Secor. 23. The Directors shall lease to or employ a 
suitable person, to be called. a Steward, such parts of the 
buildings of the Association as they may deem expedient, 
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with such restrictions and regulations as will conduce to 
carry out the objects of the Association, for no longer term 
than one year, reserving to themselves the right to recover 
possession of the same, upon giving the Lessees or Steward 
thirty days notice thereof, in case of any dissatisfaction, or 
from any other cause. 


LIBRARY. 


Sect. 24. Books, newspapers, periodicals, and other 
publications of a useful and suitable character, shall be 
provided, and kept in a room appropriate for that purpose. 


GAMBLING. 


Sect. 25. No gambling, nor playing of any round game, 
nor games with cards or dice, or gambling of any kind, shall 
be permitted upon any part of the premises of the Association. 


INTRODUCTION OF STRANGERS. 


Sxcr. 26. None but members shall have access to the 
grounds or property of the Association, except in company 
with and introduced by a member; and such introduction 
shall in nowise be so construed as to give to such visitor 
any privilege or use of the grounds of the Association. 


NUMBER OF VISITORS. 


Sect. 27. No member of the Association shall be ac- 
companied by more than one resident friend, on the same 
day, as a visitor. 
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INVITATIONS TO STRANGERS. 


Srecr. 28. The President, or Committee on Property, 
upon the application of a member, may, at his or their option, 
give to strangers not residing within the city, the privilege 
of being a visitor, while on a visit to the city; the same not 
to extend for a longer period than thirty days; and may 
also extend the privilege of being visitors to the Mayor and 
Sheriff of the City, Judges of the Courts, the District At- 
torney, and such Members of the State Legislature as they 
may deem proper. 


PRIVILEGE OF VISITORS. 


Scr. 29. The privileges of visitors shall in nowise be 
so construed as to give them the right to ride or drive upon 
any of the grounds of the Association, except in the vehicle 
of, accompanied and driven by, the member introducing them. 


INTRODUCTION BOOK. 


Secor. 80. The Board of Directors shall provide a book, 
wherein any member, immediately upon introducing a stran- 
ger, shall register the name of such stranger, his place of 
residence, the date of his introduction, and also his own 
name, and present him to one or more of the Board of 
Directors. 


TAKING AWAY BOOKS. 
Sect. 831. No member shall, on any pretence, take away 
from grounds any book, periodical, newspaper, or other 
articles, the property of the Association. 
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PERMISSION TO TRAINERS. 


Srct. 82. Permission may be given, by a resolution of 
the Board of Directors, to Trainers of Horses, to have such 
use of the grounds as shall be specified, and at such times 
as may be directed by them, for the purpose of training and 
exercising horses. 


RESTRICTION OF TRAINERS. 


Sect. 33. A Trainer, using the grounds for exercising 
or training a horse, not owned by a member, shall pay to 
the Treasurer an entrance fee of two dollars and fifty cents 
($2 50), which shall give him the privilege of such use for 
two weeks; and for the continuance of such privilege for a 
longer period, and not exceeding in all two months, a further 
payment of the same amount shall be required; periods 
beyond two months, shall require renewed entrance. This 
rule shall apply to persons engaged in training, whether 
members or non-members of the Association. 


EXHIBITIONS. 


Secor. 84. Permission may be given, by a resolution of 
the Board of Directors, to have upon the grounds of the 
Association, public, agricultural, floral or mechanical exhi- 
bitions, or permit military drills upon the same, or the 
exercises of ladies’ riding schools; provided, they shall in 
no manner interfere with or abridge the rights and privileges 
of members. 
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REVENUE OF ASSOCIATION. 


Srcr. 85. The revenue of the Association shall be ap- 
propriated, first, to keeping the entire property and its 
appurtenances in good order and condition, for the use of 
members; and after the capital stock is all paid in, no in- 
debtedness, more than is in the treasury of the Association, 
shall be incurred by the Directors, unless sanctioned by a 
meeting of the stockholders, called for that purpose. 


DIVIDENDS. 


Sect. 86. The Directors may, at their option, declare 
and pay to the stockholders such dividends, annually, as 
they may deem proper, out of the surplus funds of the 
Company; not, however, in any event to exceed six per 
cent. per annum upon the capital stock. 


DOGS. 


Sect. 87. No dog shall be allowed to run at large upon 
the grounds of the Association. 


VIOLATION OF RULES. 


Sect. 88. Any member guilty of drunkenness upon the 
grounds of the Association, the introduction of any improper 
persons thereto, or conduct unbecoming a gentleman, shall 
be considered as violating its rules. 


PENALTY FOR VIOLATION OF RULES. 


Sect. 89. Any member of the Association, willfully 
violating any of its rules or regulations shall for the first 
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offence, be fined twenty dollars; and for the second, be 
expelled from the Association by a two-third vote of the 
Board of Directors, or a majority vote of a meeting of the 
Association, called for that purpose; nor shall he afterwards 
have the privilege of being a visitor. 


STEWARD’S RESPONSIBILITY. 


Sect. 40. Any violation of the rules and regulations of 
the Association, coming under the notice of the Lessees or 
Steward, and not reported by them to the Committee on 
Property, shall subject them to a fine of ten dollars for the 
first offence, twenty dollars for the second, and the same 
amount for each and every offence of same character after- 
wards. 


ALTERATION OF BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 41. No addition to, or alteration of, these By- 
Laws, shall be made unless at a special meeting of the Asso- 
ciation, called for that purpose, and notice, with the purpose 
and character of such alteration and addition, being given to 
each member, at least twenty days prior to such meeting; 
and no alteration or addition shall be made unless concurred 
in by a majority of the members of the Association voting 
for the same; nor shall any other business be discussed at 
that meeting. 


PRIVILEGE OF MEMBERS. 


Sect. 42. Members shall have the privilege of being 
present at all meetings of the Directors, a majority of whom 
being requisite to constitute a quorum. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 43. <A printed copy of the By-Laws shall be fur- 
nished to each member, and copies hung up in the house of 
the Association. 


SECURITY OF TREASURER. 


Sect. 44. The Treasurer shall give such security for the 
faithful performance of his duties, in such sum as the Presi- 
dent and majority of Directors skall direct. 


FORFEITURES. 


Sect. 45. If any member shall fail to pay the first in- 
stalment within ten days after the same shall be required to 
be paid, such person shall no longer be considered a member, 
and the stock shall be resold, at the discretion of the Corpo- 
ration. And if any member shall omit or refuse to pay any 
future instalment for the space of thirty days after the same 
shall be required, a penalty of five per cent. shall be added, 
and if not paid within sixty days after said requirement, the 
previous payment or payments shall be forfeited for the 
benefit of the Corporation. 
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
